STORM HITS SOUTH 


Ov er 20 0 Are Injured When To r­ 
nado Strikes Sev eral Co m­ 
munities in Alabama. 


EXPECT DEATH TOLL 
TO BEAR MORE NAMES 


Birm ing ham , Ala., May 5 (#>)— 
Twenty persons were killed and 
more th an 200 inju red by a tor­ 
nado th a t swept three west-cen­ 
tra l Alabama commu nities short­ 
ly before dawn today . 
Helena, a mining v illag e of 700 
popu lation, bore the bru nt of the 
storm , with 13 dead and nearly 
100 inju red. 
The other commu nities stru ck 
were 
Demopolis, 
Centerv ille, 
B rent, Adamsv ille, Union Grov e, 
Coalm ont and smaller commu n­ 
ities were inju red. 
The storms added to the toll 
of May storm s in the sou th swept 
Lou isiana, Arkansas and Missis­ 
sippi v alley y esterday , one 
at 
Tallu lah, La., and one near Pine 
Blu ff, Ark. 
A labam a’s death list was ex ­ 
pected to increase du ring the 
day as sev eral of the inju red 
were in su ch critical condition 
that phy sicians said they had 
only a slender chance to recov er.

Lockwood Friday morning , sta t­ 
ing th at all the band members 
had arriv ed there safely , and 
th at all the stu dents were ac­ 
cou nted for this morning .

broken today as adm ittedly baf­ 
fled police cast abou t for some 
new clu e to the whereabou ts of

M arg aret McMath 
and her kidnapers. 
The firm loy alty of Harwich­ 
port friends and neig hbors con­ 
tribu ted m u ch to the com fort of 
Neil C. McMath, the g irl’s fa th ­ 
er, and his wife. 
William Lee, shipbu ilder asso­ 
ciate of McMath, g ladly offered 
him self as hostag e for the safe 
retu rn of the child. Neig hbors 
joined in offering whatev er aid 
they mig ht. 
There was g reat interest in the 
ex pected arriv al of Robert Mc­ 
M ath, 
brother 
of 
the 
g irl’s 
father. He sent word th a t he 
was enrou te to H arw ichport by 
au tomobile and requ ested a state 
police 
escort 
on 
his 
arriv al. 
W here he was coming from or 
the natu re of his errand was 
not known. The tim e of his a r­ 
riv al was likewise u nknown. 
General Daniel C. Needham, 
head of the state police, refu sed 
a plea of the McMaths th a t his 
officers withdraw from the case 
for 24 hou rs. 
Needham ex pressed the belief 
th a t the solu tion of the McMath 
kidnaping m ig ht lead to a so­ 
lu tion of the Lindberg h case. 
The parents were still hopefu l 
th a t the kidnapers m ig ht con­ 
tact them , or failing this, th a t 
they m ig ht contact one of the 
g irl’s g randparents in Detroit or

W ashing ton, May 5 (A5) — The 
nation’s bu siness was pointed to­ 
day by President Roosev elt to 
hig her wag e scales and a g ov ern­ 
m ent su perv ised control of pro­ 
du ction and competition. 
The hopes of the President, 
which 
will 
be 
su pplem ented 
shortly by a broad leg islativ e 
proposal to carry them into ef­ 
fect, were ou tlined in g eneral 
term s in a brief address last 
nig ht before - the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 
Today his adv isors who hav e 
been working for weeks, brou g ht 
to 
completion 
leg islation 
de­ 
sig ned to bring abou t this new 
order in bu siness. Gov ernm ent 
sanctioned trade associations to 
g ov ern 
produ ction, wag e 
and 
com petition 
ag reem ents 
are 
contem plated. 
This proposal probably will be 
made a part of the pu blic works 
bill which the President is fram ­ 
ing to stim u late bu siness in a 
cou nter attack u pon deflation. 
Placing g reat em phasis u pon 
his words as he spoke before the 
bu siness leaders last nig ht, Mr. 
Roosev elt said: 
“It is essential, as a m atter of 
national ju stice, th a t the wag e 
scale shou ld be brou g ht back to 
meet the cost of liv ing and th a t 
this process shou ld beg in now 
and not later.” 
The employ ers of American 
workers applau ded; the Presi­ 
dent hesitated as if the more to 
emphasize his assertion. 
Then he g av e in a few words 
his plans to “bring order ou t of 
chaos.” 
“In alm ost ev ery indu stry ,” he 
said, “an ov erwhelming m ajority 
of the u nits of the indu stry are 
wholly willing to work tog ether 
to prev ent ov erprodu ction, 
to 
prev ent u nfair wag es, to elim ­ 
inate im proper working condi­ 
tions.

It would be interesting if we 
could k now whether the two in­ 
cidents in this lesson were orig­ 
inally as closely associated as 
they are in the narrative. As the 
disciples were journeying toward 
Jerusalem, Jesus went ahead of 
them. He was evidently deeply 
engrossed in thought, and there 
was something so strange about 
his m anner that the disciples 
were both amazed and afraid. 
Then Jesus took them aside 
and told them of his tragic fore­ 
bodings. They were going up to 
Jerusalem where the Son of Man 
was to be mock ed and scourged 
and put to death; but through 
tragedy there was to be triumph, 
for after three days he should 
rise again. 
Immediately there follows the 
story of James and John, the 


sons of Zebedee, mak ing the re­ 
quest that when Jesus came into 
his k ingdom they should sit the 
one on the right hand and the 
other on the left.

Did James and John sense the 
sufferings through which the 
Master was to pass and of which 
he had been telling them, or did 
they think of these sufferings as 
to be courageously borne in the 
fulfilment of their ambition and 
in their hope of sharing the 
glory of the k ingdom? We can­ 
not tell, but when Jesus put to 
them the extreme test whether 
they were able to pass through 
any ordeal with him, their reply 
was very decided. 
They were 
able. 
One cannot fail to respect the 
intensity and capacity for en­ 
durance of such men. But how 
strange that such strong charac­ 
ters should be filled with such 
meaningless 
ambition 
as 
led 
them to aspire for the high 
places of preferment! How little 
they understood the purpose of 


Jesus, and his ambition only to 
be faithful to the will of God 
and to bring salvation to his fel­ 
low men! 
Jesus accepted the eatnest de­ 
votion of the ambitious disci­ 
ples, but he made it plain that 
their zeal must have higher and 
more unselfish ends, that the 
places of preferment to which 
they were aspiring could be giv­ 
en only to those for whom that 
destiny had been prepared by 
God. 
That such ambition on the 
part of two disciples should stir 
up the wrath and protest of the 
others was only a manifestation 
of human nature, though it put 
the 10 who were moved with in­ 
dignation upon much the same 
plane v as the two who were 
moved with inordinate ambition.

Not one of the 12 had as yet 
understood the deepest thing in 
the teaching of Jesus — that hu­ 
mility and service are the ways 
to true greatness, and that am ­ 
bition, when it is simply to be 


above someone else, contradicts 
the very essence of light and 
love. 
Yet how true this record is to 
the history of mank ind and to 
the life of the world at the pres­ 
ent thne! How much men are 
moved with the passion for place 
and preferment regardless of the 
wofth and the quality of the ser­ 
vice that fit them for high dis­ 
tinction! 
If we could seè the world even 
for one generation moved, not 
with the passion to be first, but 
with the passion to be true, and 
holy, and loving, and k ind, what 
a transform ation would result in 
high places; what a new ideal of 
leadership we should have in 
state, and factory, and counting 
house; and what a new beauty 
and glory of life would descend 
from these high places to shed 
radiance on all of hum an exist­ 
ence! The world will never find 
its salvation, religiously, eco­ 
nomically, or socially, until the 
waÿ of ambition becomes the 
way of love.

May be the sig ht of a 
father and mother and fiv e small children walk­ 
ing down the street tog ether called u p a pictu re 
that had a lot in common with the y ou ng er fam ­ 
ily . 
Any way , they kept remembering . When their 
children, g randchildren and g reat g randchildren 
started to su g g est th at they ou g ht to g et m ar­ 
ried ag ain, they listened and took the adv ice. Not 
so mu ch, it is fairly safe to wag er, becau se the 
others wanted them to do so, bu t becau se they 
themselv es were lonesome for each other. Be­ 
sides, their second marriag e has a sense of nov ­ 
elty .

Middle ag e may chang e people. Bu t the last 
y ears of life are rather pathetically dependent on 
the first y ears. They seem to tie u p tog ether. 
People don’t talk so mu ch of what they did when 
they were 50. Bu t they reminisce abou t the 
’teens and the twenties. 
Mr. and Mrs. Williams needn’t worry abou t a 
commu nity of interests. They hav e it, and they 
took a v ery wise step. 


APPROACHING THE GREAT 
Sou v enir hu nters, according to newspaper dis­ 
patches, hav e already beg u n to descend on Milan, 
Ohio, birthplace of Thomas Edison. 
Bark has been torn from trees abou t the hou se 
in which the inv entor was born, and all kinds of 
loose objects hav e been carried away . Presently , 
no dou bt, there will be sou v enirs for sale, and 
passing motorists will stop to be photog raphed 
in front of the birthplace, and the u su al dreary 
and inane rou nd will be in fu ll swing . 
Ju st how any man in his senses can be g rati­ 
fied to possess a bit of bark from a tree that 
jrew by the hou se where Edison was born is a 
trifle hard to u nderstand. Bu t this hu ng er for 
triv ial mementoes of the g reat is an old one, 
and it ex presses, howev er clu msily and cheaply , a 
v ery real need. 
For hu man g reatness is not su ch a common 
;hing th at we can calmly pass by the places 
where it has mov ed. The ordinary mortal, for all 
his occasional brag g adocio, is a v ery hu mble sort 
of person. He knows, as well as any one else, the 
g reatness of the g u lf which separates him from 
an Edison. 
And so, when he g ets a chance to tou ch the 
skirts of g reatness, so to speak, he takes it; and 
he takes home a bit of bark, or a banal snapshot, 
or some similar trinket, not becau se his sou l is 
cheap and u ndiscriminating bu t becau se it is the 
only way in which he can hav e some tang ible 
reminder th at he was once in the v icinity of a 
m an whose head tou ched the stars. 
In the reg u lar cou rse of ev ents we g et preciou s 
little to bolster ou r self-esteem. Sig ns of g reat­ 
ness are rare, both in ou rselv es and in ou r neig h­ 
bors; and the daily record of hu man silliness and 
g reed that newspapers g iv e u s is not apt to be 
inspiring . 
So, when we bu mp u p ag ainst the earthly 
trapping s of a man who was tru ly admirable, ou r 
impu lse is to g rab off something — any thing , 
ev en a pebble or a bit of old cloth — as a keep­ 
sake. For it is something more than a v isible 
sig n that we hav e trav eled and hav e seen fine 
sig hts. It is a talisman by which we can reassu re 
ou rselv es that the race to which we belong can, 
on occasion, produ ce some mag nificent speci­ 
mens.

fits, and u rg ed the Leg ion ex ecu ­ 
tiv e committee to adopt a fou r- 
point perm anent policy on na­ 
tional leg islation affecting v eter­ 
ans. 
He told the committee in an­ 
nu al session at national head­ 
q u arters 
here 
th at 
those 
to 
whom President Roosev elt has 
entru sted adm inistration of the 
economy act “hav e g one far be­ 
y ond what his spokesman in con­ 
g ress promised wou ld be the ex ­ 
treme limit of the bu rden to be 
imposed u pon the v eterans.” 
As a policy which he said he 
“dared hope the Leg ion mig ht 
follow honorably and with an 
Assu rance of u nited pu blic su p­ 
port in the fu tu re,” the com­ 
mander su g g ested: 
Eq u al treatm ent for v eterans, 
widows and orphans of all wars; 
perm anent classification of ben­ 
efits; adeq u ate prov ision for all 
v eterans with war serv ice con­ 
nected disabilities withou t re­ 
g ard to their financial statu s, 
and recog nition th at incapaci­ 
tated v eterans withou t means of 
su pport are words of the federal 
g ov ernment and not of local 
pu blic or priv ate charity . 
Commander 
Johnson 
said 
many of the org anisation’s su g ­ 
g estions reg arding the economy 
act reg u lations had been dis­ 
reg arded, and charg ed Lewis W. 
Dou g las, director of the bu dg et, 
and his adv isers with “wanton 
recklessness“ in -ex tending the 
new law bey ond all reasonable 
and hu mane bou nds.” 
He cited instances he said were 
su pplied by the v eterans’ adm in­ 
istration in which benefits to 
v eterans with battle casu alties 
were slashed from 29 to more 
than 50 per cent. 
Recou nting th at he had called 
u pon Leg ion posts to “stand 
sq u arely by the president in his 
efforts to lead the cou ntry ou t of 
the 
depression,” Johnson 
told 
the 
committee, 
“it 
is 
on l y 
throu g h the economic rehabili­ 
tation of ou r g ov ernment th at 
we can hope to win back the fu ll 
measu re of protection and care 
to which they (disabled v eter­ 
ans) are ju stly and honorably 
entitled.” 
“I do not believ e th at the 
president, bu rdened as he is with 
other momentou s problems, re­ 
alizes the g rav ity of the situ a­ 
tion or the ex tent to which his 
adm inistrators 
are 
stretching 
his instru ctions.” 
Of 
his 
policy 
su g g estions, 
which Johnson said he ou tlined 
at New York last Satu rday , the 
comander ^aid perm anent classi­ 
fication wou ld -redu ce to a m in­ 
imu m the discontent from m al­ 
administration and misadminis- 
tration of the law.”
